Each holiday 
period, a large percentage of 
persons fatally injured were 
not wearing safety belts 
although -they were 
available in the vehicles. 
"The goal of the Florida 
Highway patrol is zero 
fatalities during the holiday 
weekend. Realistically, 
however, this can be 
accomplished only if all 
Florida motorists make 
traffic safety a primary focus 
during the holiday period,” 


said Director Burkett.

Things ran smoothly or at least 
quietly until 1986 when Mills 
was fired for borrowing money 
from the authority for a cocaine 
problem. 

In a legal battle constantly 


‘until March 8, 1989, the State’ 


Attorney's Office dismissed.all 
grand theft and forgery charges 
against Mills, director from 
1978 until 1986. In exchange, 
the authority obtained a 
judgment against Mills for the 
money it advanced him on his 
salary. 

The Assistant State Attorney

the authority approved the 
settlement. He said, “Signifi-

if Mills insisted on a trial. 

Mills attorney contended 
that he had done nothing 
wrong. "The PHA," he said, 
"changed the rules in the 
middle of the game.” Mills 
insisted he had never taken 
any money not approved by the 
board. He was quoted by the 
press as saying, "I'm sorry that 
I ever got hooked on cocaine, 
but I'm not sorry for anything I 
did, business-wise.” 

While Mills’ battle went on, 
the PHA hired J. Edward Lee 
on September 8, 1987. Lee took 
the reigns and after only three 
days he fired an employee. The 
employee was black, Mr. Lee 
was white. In-all-there were 
seven workers(all black) who 
left right away, being fired or 
quitting, but at least six of the 
seven workers, including Julia 
Hale who is now the acting 
Interim Director, filed charges 
with the E.E.0.C. for 
discrimination. One employee 
alleged she had witnessed Mrs. 
Thompson, who .is white, 
perform a sexual act with Mr. 
Lee in his office. Both Mr. Lee 
and Mrs. Thompson vehement- 
ly disputed her accusations. 

Under pressure ‘from the 
press and from the PHA board, 
Mr. Lee resigned January 20,

Foster care youth arrested

for attempted murder 


A 11-year-old juvenile is in the Palm Beach 
County Juvenile Detention Center this week 
charged with robbery, petite theft- and attempted 
first degree murder. 

The youth confessed June 22 to severely 
beating. Bill Shirley of Pahokee with a lug 
wrench and robbing him of $10 and a silver 
watch on June 11. 

The incident took place between 1 p.m.’ and 2 

p.m. at Everglades Foliage in the grove owned 
by Mr. Shirley. He was spraying weeds at the 
time. 
The ‘youth, who lived ip a foster home in 
Pahokee, told Lt. Danny Jones with the Pahokee 
Police Department he struck Mr. Shirley in the 
head with the lug wrench twice while the man 
was standing. He also confessed to clubbing him 
two more times while he was lying on the 
ground "to stop him from twitching.” 

The first blow almost put out Mr. Shirley's eye 
when the hook part of the wrench caught him 
near.the eye socket. He also suffered.a skull 


Lt. Jones said Mr. Shirley managed to get into 
his Ford F-150 pickup and drive six-tenths of a 
mile to his father Claude Shirley's home. 

He underwent surgery on his eye and had the 
shattered bone replaced with a plastic material. 

"He didn't remember anything from that day,” 
said Police Chief Carmen "Skeets" Salvatore, but 
has regained some of his memory of the incident, 

Friends and neighbors offered a $2,500 reward 
for the arrest of the person who committed the_ 
crime. é 

Lt. Jones said the teen confessed that he 
initially set out to rob a house nearby, but when 
soméone answered the doorbell, he and some 
other boys he was with left. _ 

The juvenile was caught after police in West > 
Palm Beach arrested him for stabbing and 
beating a man Friday, June 19 and then 
snatching a woman's purse the next day. 

Lt. Jones said they hope to have the boy, 
adjudicated as an adult for the seriousness of 
the crime and because he will be 18 in 
November.

The authority advertised for 
an Executive Director and.

Mrs. Thompson, age 28, 
began working at the housing 
authority as a secretary in 
October, 1983 and served 

į during a month as Interim 
Director after Mr. Lee resigned. 
Mrs. Thompson was one of six 
applicants interviewed by a 
special committee set up by the 
board before they reached a 
final decision on her being 
named the director. 

Mrs. Thoinpson took the 
reigns and brought in a 

4 modernization coordinator, 
Dallas Tyzkowski. She fired the 
Maintenance Director, Mr. 
Willie Jackson. Mr. Jackson 
asked for a hearing and the 
board reinstated him on a 90 
day probationary period. 

Diane Thompson a clerical 
-worker at the authority was 
hired July 5, 1988. She is no 

1 relation to Belinda Thompson. 
Diane Thompson said she had 
no problems at work until the 
hearing on Mr. Jackson's 
dismissal, ` 

During his hearing two 
project manages said Mr. Jack- 
son did not.respond timely to 
tenants’ complaints. D. Thomp- 
son, who was in training as a 
project manager, refused to say 
anything about Jackson's work. 

She then alleged that she was 
let go after refusing to support 
her boss at the hearing. 

According to Modernization 
Coordinator Dallas Tyszkow- 
ski, Belinda Thompson began 
an investigation into rent fraud 
by some of the tenants. 

The tenants began to fight 
back by using a tenants news- 
letter entitled “It's Time To 
Wake Up Newsletter.”

to turn the control of the CIAP

"As the Executive Director, I 
hereby authorize-you and have 
relinquished all céntrol to you 
to become the "Contracting 
Officer” for the HUD Modern- 
ization Program,” she said. 

A special meeting was called 
and Mrs. Thompson was fired 
by three of the board members. 
Two board members were 
absent. The following week, 
after being advised by PHA 
Attorney Michael Stauder that 
they had an invalid meeting, 
the board decided to put Mrs. 
Thompson on leave with pay. 

Julia Hale was appointed as 
Interim Director by the board. 
During the following week a 
confrontation occurred between 
Mr. Tyszkowski and Miss Hale 
over the CIAP Handbook. 
Apparently Mrs. Thompson had 
purchased the book with her 
own money and asked Mr. 
‘Tyzkowski to pick it up for her. 

Miss Hale refused to give Mr. 
Tyzkowski the book and a 
verbal argument ensued at 
which time, Miss Hale called 
the police. 

On August 22, in a memoran- 
dum from Interim Director 
Hale, she said, "Your action

the office and resulted in the. 
Pahokee Police Department 
being called to escort you from 
the premises.” 

It further stated, "This letter 
is being written in accordance 
with the Personnel Policy of the 
Pahokee Housing Authority, 
Inc., and serves as official 
notice of termination of your 
employment from this agency, 
effective immediately.” 

"I lost my job over a book,” 
said Tyzkowski, it just isn't fair. 
There were other underlying 
reasons. They accused me of 
stealing, they violated my con- 
stitutional rights, they slan- 
dered and liabled my good 
name." He is currently suing 
the Housing Authority, the 
board, and the city of Pahokee. 

During this time of turmoil 
the PHA advertised for a new 
director. After receiving 
approximately 5-7 (The number 
was never made clear), 
someone on the board 
“supposedly contacted Randy 
Mills and asked him to come 
back to the authority. Without 
interviewing any other 
candidate for the position, Mr. 
Mills was placed back in charge 
as Executive Director. 

HUD did not like the board's 
decision in this matter so they 
applied pressure to have the 
board dismiss Mr. Mills. The 
board did so after a prolonged 
period of time. When they 
released Mr. Mills this time, 
Julia Hale asked that her job as 
assistant director be guaran- 
teed by the board. 

The board paid Mills for his 
years contract in full without 
mention of money he might 
owe HUD. Miss Hale was 
placed back in as Director. 

Last Friday, the board met in 
yet another quickly called 
gaveled session to decide not to 
continue using Jake Rose, Esq. 
to pursue the Letter of Denial 
sent to Mr. Mills from HUD. 

That case is set to go to court 
on July 7th. The next meeting 
of the Pahokee Housing 
Authority is July 9th.

nets 80 new voters ` 


Despite early morning thunderstorms that 
caused a scheduled Community March to be, 
cancelled, the N.A.A.C.P. Community Block 
Party netted 80 new voters in Belle Glade. 

"It was touch and go for us in the beginning,” 
said N.A.A.C.P. Branch President Nate 
Edwards, who arrived at the Martin Luther 
King Boulevard and 10th Street site around 7 
a.m. to set it up for the event. "With outside 
events, weather is such an important factor. 
And when we saw the clouds and the rain, we 
knew our work would be harder than we 
expected.” 

Constant rain over the three days leading up 
to the event had left the event sight water- 
logged. So, the Block Party was shifted to the 
street and Avenue E Place between 10th and 
12th Streets was blocked off to accommodate the 
crowd. ey 

Although projected to start at 10 a.m., the 
Block Party did not get underway until around 
noon. From that time, however, nearly 2,000 
individuals were served barbecued ribs, chicken, 
potato salad and sodas, provided free of charge 
through donations from N.A.A.C.P. supporters. 

“We were fortunate to have the support of local 
businesses for this event,” Edwards said. "Many 
gave anonymously, but others like Gilbert's 
Jewelers, Dr. Amad Barhoush, African 
Connection, Esquire Men's Boutique really help 
us to have a pleasant event site. The site was 
organizéd with tents, red, white and blue 
balloons and American Flags. 

"Another very significant accomplishment of 
the Block Party," Edwards continued, "was that 


it brought community organization® together. 
Voter registration was handled by members of 
Zeta Phi Beta, Alpha Kappa Alpha and Delta 
Sigma Theta Sororities as well as deputy 
registrars from the Branch. 

The food was handled at the site by members 
of The Gents club and the Sons of Light Masonic 
Lodge and was prepared in advance by Pat's 
Restaurant, Bobby Kight and Harold Prichard. 

"Helpers also came from several: area 
churches. It was great to see’so many people 


from so many different groups, working ~ 


together,” Edwards said. 

Most of the new voters were from Belle Glade; 
however, some came from the 715 Mobile Homie 
Park, Palm Glades housing development and 
Okeechobee Center, which are in the city's 
unincorporated area. Pleased with the one-day 
total, the group has planned regular community 
voter registration events from now until 
September. $ 

"We're determined to reach our goal of 1,000 
registered voters by the November election,” 
Edwards said. "We knew we wouldn't do it in 
one day. But all we need is 12 days like 
Saturday, and we will have significantly affected 
voters apathy in this city.” 

The N.A.AC.P. 's next voter registration event 
is being planned for July. ‘ However, the 
organization's headquarters, The Meeting Place, 
at 325 S:W. 4th Street in Belle Glade has been 
designated a permanent voter registration 
location. Citizens may register to vote:there 
Wednesday through Friday for 4.p.m. to 8 p.m. 
and on Saturday, for 10 a.m. to 2:30 p.m.
